SECTION 1. The twenty-second subdivision of sec-
tion one, chapter one hundred  and thirty-three of the 
revised statutes of Wisconsin is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: "Attending upon the circuit or 
county court, three dollars per day to the sheriff, and 
two dollars each per day to the necessary deputies, 
to be paid out of the county treasury."

Repealed. 	SECTION 1. Chapter eighty-seven of the private and 
local laws of 1872, entitled "in act to provide for the 
taking or catching of fish in Root river in the counties 
of Milwaukee and Racine," is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
